LETTER TO EDITOR 


Dear Andy: 

I am not sure that I can quali- 
fy as one of the Pioneers of 
Florida as listed on page 14 (I 
guess it is) of April SKIP, but 
at least I was in the running 40 
vears ago, and in Dade County. 
At any rate I qualify “in the 
group as still holding the orig- 
inal call issued close to 42 years 
ago. 

I personally know of at least 
two in your list who are among 
the silent keys — W4DU, Doc 
Cheatham of Jax, and 41IG, Sey- 
mour Dane in the Redlands 
(South Dade). I also believe 
4XE, Wm. Justice Lee, joined 
that society several years ago. 

I am not dead certain, but 
I believe W4BN, Freddie Frick, 
down at Thurow Distributors 
may also belong in the 40 year 
club. At any rate I worked him 
over 33 years ago with that call. 

4IJ in Orlando area, as I re- 
eall, was one of the first and 
most active CW hams in Fla. 
And I remember when 4HZ, Gif 
Grange, was using leyden jars 
as capacitors and some kind of 
interrupter gadget for spark 
transmission, just prior to 1930. 
In the early days of 1920’s when 
CW was just beginning to be 
heard, some of the bovs had 
beautiful MCW notes, self recti- 
fied, unfiltered power supplies, 
made up of 2 UV-202’s or some- 
thing similar, with the plates 
taking AC right off each end 
of a HV transformer, center tap 
grounded. Of course the signal 
covered quite a wide spot on the 
dial, but there was still plenty 
of room. 

Also back in the very early 
’30’s, Raymond Martin 4BH was 
knocking a hole in the either 
with a rotary spark in the base- 
ment of his home on NW 5th 
St. in Miami. He still lives at 
the same address, incidentally: 
not many can offer that record 
either! His spark xmtr was on 
display at the Feb. SE Conven- 
tion here. 

My first transmitter was a 
UV-202 with a 1 inch spark coil 
supplying the plate voltage, and 
bulky window glass and tin foil 
condenser (homemade) trying 
to filter it. I think the transmit- 
ter did a better job than the 
receiver I had, as QSO’s were 
mighty scarce, but I did get 
QSL cards from near and far. 
6 volt auto batteries were the 
primary source of power. Later 
I graduated to a UX-210 with 
a 32/500 volt Eaco dynamotor 
supplying the juice and a 32V 
deleco plant. With a large 4 wire 
flat top, and similar counter- 
poises I worked a larg part of 
the eastern USA on 80 meters. 
(At one time a neighbor claimed 


my counterpoise “electricity” 
killed his banana patch which 
was directly under part of it. 
He may have been right at that, 
as nearly every pine tree that 
I had an antenna tied to at one 
time or another, up and died!) 
Well, that’s enough bag for 
one transmission. Enclosed is a 
photo-copy of my original li- 
cense to confirm the QSO.

OTC? 

Let’s discuss the method of 
zero-beating both on AM station 
and a SSB station, Neither one is 
very hard to do, assuming your 
rig has a ‘*spot’’ switch. 


Spotting an AM Station 

First off, forget that you have 
a BFO on that receiver of yours - 
it won’t help you get on frequency 
without some special twiddling of 
the knob, Tune in the AM Station 
you want to zero-beat for beat 
intelligence in the speaker or 
earphones, Turn the ‘“‘spot’’ 
switch on and bring the VFO 
down on the station until you are 
unable to hear any more hetero- 
dyne. The squeal will be high 
pitched as you come onto the 
signal and drop steadily in pitch 
until you go by the ‘‘*zero’’ point, 
and then start back up again, The 
point you want is at the lowest 
pitch, or ‘‘nosqueal’’, Bring up 

your RF or AF gain to see if 
you can‘ still hear a beat note; 
if so crank that VFO some more, 
Zero-beating under crowded band 
conditions is a bit more difficult 
because of the multitude of 
heterodynes, but with a little 
practice you can pick out the 
right audio to null the sound on, 
Spotting an SSB Station 

As in spotting an AM station, 
forget that you have a BFO - 
except for finding the right station 
in the first place. Once youhave 
the station tuned in for best in- 
telligibility, turn off your BFO 
and turn on your ‘‘spot’’ switch, 
Swish your VFO down onto the 
SSB monkey-chatter until you 
Start to get some intelligence out 
of it, Tune very carefully at this 
point until you get ‘*best’’ readi- 
bility. This is the point at which 
you are exactly zero-beat with 
the SSB station, 

The SSB procedure may sound 
just a little complicated, but after 
you try it once or twice it becomes 
real easy, 

Here’s a little tip which may help 
you to copy those stations which 
may be just a bit weak at your 
location; try using the BFO 
adjusted for SSB operation on the 
AM station, Ifallnet stations are 
on the same frequency you will 
never hear the beat note, and if 
some QRM should appear on the 
sideband you are listening to, just 
move your BFO over to copy the 
opposite sideband, If youhaven’t 
tried this before, give it a whirl 
for a few times until you get 
used to it, You will find that it 
makes copy a lot easier in a lot 
of cases,

DISCOURSE ON 
MODIF IC ATIONS

It becomes necessary in cases 
suggesting modification from the 
normal or usual to evaluate fully 
the existing situation or condition 
objectively in order that the mod- 
ified becomes more adapted to the 
specific desires, needs or fan- 
cies of the assignee, owner or 
user, 

The XYL has suggested that 
there are certaintraits inherOM 
she would like to overcome, Pre- 
cisely, she feels he’s lazy. For 
kicks, let’s analyze the postulate 
presented by the XYL: 

The OM is; 1, Purely resistant 
to work, He has what might be 
termed a high resistance factor. 

2 Highly inductive to taking-it- 
easy; Objectively, this would 
indicate that the inductive fac- 
tor mentioned in item one above, 

3, Primary Overload; This re- 
fers of course, to the waist- 
line and is a result of disar- 
rangement of the molecular 
structure in this area, 

4, Excessively coupled: Too 
many nets, too many emergency 
drills or general haming during 
‘tat home’’ hours, requiring ex- 
tended periods of pressure on 
the brain center, to say nothing 
of the calluses formed in this 
area, 

5. No output: We all know what 
this means, . .Don’t we? Course 
we do, 

Now that we have examined the 
XYL’s problem, let’s see what 
might be done to aidand abet her, 

With some OM’s it is only nec- 
essary to short out the resistance 
to work factor: Example, make 
him think he’s having a bang-up 
good time when he’s mowing the 
grass or working in the yard, 
You must brain wash him into 
thinking that the work around 
the house is so much more re- 
warding than talking with Toots 
5H3 in South Africa when band 
conditions are at their worst, 
If this doesn’t work with your 
OM, then try’ the inductive 
approach, 

An example of the inductive ap- 
proach might go something like 
this: The XYL drifts into the 
ham shack while the OM is op- 
erating and begins a little 
¢€asual conversation, Soon, ina 
matter-of-fact manner she re- 
lates how she has observed the 
new lady next door working inher 
yard, Then further, how she does 
not think that woman looks very 


nice out their in a bikini swim 
suit and finally that the blond 
hair doesn’t look for real, (Note 
to XYL) Keep the traffic lane 
clear, put the garden tools you 
want hubby to use right in the 
doorway... .after all, you do want 
hubby to work, don’t you??? XYL 
Honey. ..if the inductive approach 
did not work, you are in real 
trouble, 

To overcome the overload con- 
dition referred to above, theXYL 
must use ingenuity, and initia- 
tive to stimulate a program of 
daily exercise for the OM, One 
suggestion may go like this; Give 
a neighbor boy a quarter, a pair 
of pliers, a straight pin, and in- 
struct him to climb the OM’s 
tower and stick that pin through 
the large black wire that goes up 
the tower to the OM’s favorite 
beam. .To assure plenty of ex- 
ercise, have the boy trim off the 
two protruding ends of the Pin, 
The result of this skulduggery is 
the almost continuous lowering 
and raising of that tower to iso- 
late the trouble to the feed line, 
and just think of the exercise... 
all in the interest of good haming, 

Situations indicating your OMis 
excessively coupled to prolonged 
net and drill activities is some- 
what of a simple thing to over- 
come, You must concede that 
the OM is fond of operating, So 
give him something to operate on, 
First, if you have a ticket, you 
are all set; if not, study hard 
and get one, The OM will help 
you, After you have gotten your 
ticket, arrange to spend a few 
days out of state with your 
mother. The OM will want to 
keep in touch, so he will procure 
a rig for you to take along. The 
rig will be complete with portable 
antenna, and easy-to-follow in- 
structions for setting up, After 
you have arrived at your outpost, 
get Some rest so you will have 
plenty of stamina, then arrangea 
new schedule through one of the 
OM’s nets, selecting those times 
he normally sleeps or rests, You 
know the rig is working OK, but 
you let the OM know that your 
modulator has gone out which 
that you will have to use the key 
you took along ‘‘Just in case,”’ 
Now, with a copy of ‘*Gone With 
the Wind’’ at your operating posi- 
tion, you are all set to give the 
OM all the operating he will 
want for months to come,

(Continued from Front Page) 
with RTTY circuitry. But when 
harsh propagation conditions ex- 
ist they fall back to CW, Usually 
a parallel back-up circuit using 
CW exists to bolster the voice 
and RTTY circuits, CW is not 
as fast as RTTY, but it can be 
copied through QRM, QRN and 
QSB when RTTY equipment can- 
not be called dependable. Simil- 
arly with SSB, Try it some 
night on 75 phone and when the 
SSB gets tough to copy within 
the state try a nickel’s worth 
of CW, .you’ll be able to copy 
solid, 

The reason amateurs are “tol- 
erated’’ by the Government, also 
in search of additional fre- 
quencies along with the commer-
